GARCIA, according to informant, | 
is a former State Organizer for PASO, and in 1954 organized the 
American GI Forum in Dallas, More recently he campaigned for 
Senator JARRARD SECREST, according to informant. 


That report also eeveated that GARCIA wanted to discuss

5/3/62, at El Napalito on Harry Hines Blvd. JOE LANDIN told GARCIA | 
that he did not go, since he was notified 30 minutes before the | 
rally was to take place.
